BELGRADE, Aug. 23 (AP) — 
Tugostavia expressed willingness 
tonight to reach a settlement with 
Russia on “all disputed questions” 
between the two feuding countries. 

In a new note to the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, Yugoslavia told Moscow 
that Premier-Marshal Josip (Tito) 
Broz was willing to end the bitter 
fight with the Kremlin. 

At the same time, Yugoslavia 
served a stern warning to Russia’s 
rulers to keep their “hands off” 
the internal affairs of this Balkan 
Communist country. 

No Knee-Bending. 

There was no attitude of knee- 
bending in today's Yugoslav note. 
kK stated: 

“The Yugoslav Government 
tnderlines that no pressure from 
the outside has so far had any 
effect on her internal policy or 
will it have in the future.” 

The note grew out of Russia’s 
protest against Yugoslavia’s ar- 
rest and detention of 31 reputed 
Soviet citizens. Tito’s Govern- 
ment described as “unfounded” 
Moscow’s charges of mistreatment 
of Russians here. 

Yugoslavia has characterized] 
those persons arrested as “traitor- 
ous White Guardists.” The note 
said the prisoners had “seriously 
violated the laws of Yugoslavia by 
éspionage and hostile activity.” 

Tito’s government offered to ex- 
tradite the arretted persons to the 
Soviet Union “in the shortest pos- 
sible time” if that is the way Mos- 
cow wants it. The note said this 
offer also applied to the departure 
of all other Russian citizens who 
are anxious to leave Yugoslavia. 

First Cooling Word. 

The note was the first cooling 
word in a war of words that had 
become hot in the past two weeks. 
It was the seventh note in an ex- 
change between Belgrade and 
Moscow. 

‘Yugoslavia formally expressed 
its “readiness to approach the so- 
lution of all disputed questions 
with the U\S.S.R. in accordance 
with and in the spirit of the inter- 
national obligations undertaken by 
both governments,” 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion of what Mostow’s reaction 
would be to this extension of the 
olive branch. Tito has been at 
edds with the Kremlin for 14 
months. 

The Moscow-directed Cominform 
(Communist Information Bureau) 
expelled Tito and his Yugoslay 
Communists for nationalistic de- 
viations from what Russian lead- 
ers regard as orthodox Commu- 
nism. The Russians have called 
on the Yugoslavs to overthrow 
Tito if he did not change his pol- 
icy. Tito has maintained his po- 
sition, however. 


‘NERVE WARFARE,’ 
WASHINGTON’S VIEW

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (UP)— 
State Department officials today 
desctibed Moscow’s threats against 
Marshal Josip (Tivo) Broz as 
“strictly nerve warfare.” They ex- 
pressed doubt that any direct mili- 
tary action would be taken against 
Yugoslavia. 

These officials said the Balkan 
situation may be discussed here 
next month by Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson and British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 23 (AP)— 
United States Attorney James M. 
Carter said today that enough 
dynamite was found under the 
home of gambler Mickey Cohen 
several months ago to blow it to 
bits. Carter told reporters the 
matter was kept secret until to- 
day, when it was decided that no 
federal offense was involved, 

Carter said he has turned over 
details of the bomb plot to Dis- 
trict Attorney William E. Simp- 
son, Carter said he was informed 
by explosion experts that the type 
found under Cohen’s house was a 
bungalore torpedo used by Army 
men to blow up barbed wire bar- 
ricades and entanglements. 

“We traced the dynamite to San 
Francisco,” said Carter. “Finding 
no federal offense was involved, 
we are turning the matter over to 
the district attorney.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—Na-

Johnson testified before the 
House Armed Services Committee 
in the presence of Representative 
James Van Zandt (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, who precipitated the com- 
mittee’s inquiry by a speech in 
which he aired “ugly rumors” in- 
volving Johnson, Air Secretary W. 
Stuart Symington of St. Louis and 
Floyd Odlum, head of the Consoli- 
dated-Vultee Aircraft Corp., build- 
ers of the B-36. 

Johnson described the “ugly 
rumors” as “most malicious” and 
“entirely false.” Explaining his 
connections with Consolidated, 
Johnson said he became a director 
because President Roosevelt asked 
him in 1941 to go on the board to 
be his “eye and ears” and speed 
up production of warplanes.

Total Number of Accidents 
in City Up, One Death 
Less in 7 Months, 


An increase of 80 per cent in 
the number of drunken drivers 
involved in automobile accidents 
in the first seven months of 1949, 
as compared with the same period 
last year, was shown in a report 
issued today by Maj. Raymond 
Dowling, head of the Police Traf- 
fic Division. 

There were 149 such drivers dur- 
ing the seven-month period this 
year, as compared with 83 in the 
corresponding period last year. 

The total number of automo- 
bile accidents in the city during 
the period covered by the report 
was 4202, an increase of 44 over 
the total number in the corre 
sponding period of 1948, the re- 
port showed. The number of 
deaths from accidents was one 
less for the period, there having 
been 48 deaths this year as com- 
pared to 49 last year. 

The report also showed a sharp 
increase in the number of persons 
injured by automobiles while 
standing in safety zones. During 
the first seven months of this 
year, 20 persons were injured in 
safety zones. Only one person 
was injured in a safety zone dur- 
ing the corresponding months last 
year. There were 19 persons in- 
jured in safety zones throughout 
1948. 


REPORT OF BEATING 
OF NAKED GIRLS AT 
ARKANSAS SCHOOL 


BENTON, Ark., Aug. 23 (AP)— 
Reports that girls have been 
beaten with sticks while naked at 
a state reformatory here were be- 
ing investigated today by a county 
grand jury. * 

Circuit Judge Roy Danuser com- 
pared the Arkansas Training 


School for Girls to a medieval dun- 
geon when he called for the in- 
vestigation. 

He called the jurors’ attention 
to reports that girls after being 
whipped, are placed on hunger 
diets for 5 to 15 days, and that 
punishments included solitary con- 
finement under conditions similar 
to’ those of a dungeon centuries 
ago. 

The judge did not identify. the 
sources of the reports but said 
they came from persons who 
claimed to have been eyewitnesses. 

“Let’s not wait for someone to 


die before we take action,” the 


Judge said to the Saline county 
jurors. 

Other reports before the grand 
jury indicated that many inmates 
do not know why they are in the 
state institution and that persons 
in charge lengthen or lessen the 
terms without authority. The 
school is 16 miles southwest of 
Little Rock.

SENATE GROUPS 
APPROVE ARIS AID 
TOGREECE, TURKEY 


Iran, Korea and Philip- 
pines Also Included in 
Bill — Decision on Eu- 
rope Delayed. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP)— 
The Senate’s combined Foreign 
Relations and Armed Services 
committees, today approved $239,- 
010,000 of arms aid for Greece, 
Turkey, Iran, Korea, and the Phil- 
ippines.

tion and reduction of armament. 

The committees approved an- 
other amendment by Republican 
Senators Vandenberg, Michigan, 
and Dulles, New York, intended to 
give Congress, as well as the Presi- 
dent, power to terminate foreign 
arms aid at any time. An amend- 
ment by Senator Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, requiring that one-half 
of arms shipments under the bill 
be moved in American vessels, 
also was accepted. 

The combined committees acted 
as Senator Wherry (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, came out in opposition to 
any foreign arms program at this 
time. 

This stand by the Republican 
floor leader in the Senate was in 
line with his day-in-and-day-out 
criticism of Truman administra- 
tion policies.

GENERAL SLAPPED 
MARAGON. THEN 
BECAME COLONEL 


Altercation Occurred in 
Greece—Denial Demo- 
tion Was Due to This 


Incident. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (UP)— 
John Maragon, former Kansas 
City bootblack whose name has 
cropped up repeatedly in the Sen- 
ate’s five percenter investigation, 
once had his face slapped in Rome 
by Brig. Gen. William L. Lee. 

Lee later was demoted to colo- 
nel, but then Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson denied that 
the demotion had any connection 
with the incident, 

The altercation occurred Feb. 
15, 1946, while Maragon, a friend 
of Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan 
of St. Louis, President Truman’s 
military aide, was serving as an 
administrative officer on the 
American mission to observe ‘the 
Creek elections. 

Lee slaped Maragon after the 
latter intervened in a dispute be- 
tween the Army officer and an 
Italian bus driver. 

When the ineident came to light 
in April 1947, Patterson issued a 
statement saying that Lee was re- 
turned to the United States af tor 
an investigation. 

Patterson said that Lee had 
been scheduled for demotion in 
November 1945, or before the inci- 
dent, under a program for “the 
over-all reduction in the size of 
the Army.” 


Col. Lee Sees More Than Coinci- 
dence in Reduction in Rank.

The Ace Cab Co. today withdrew 
its application to the Board of 
Public Service for permits to oper- 
ate “50 meterless cabs over speci- 
fied routes” from Skinker and 
Delmar boulevards to Broadway 
and Locust street. The application, 
which specified a zone fare of 25 
cents, had been scheduled for 
a hearing before the board today. 

William James, president of the 
cab company, said a decision to 
withdraw the application was 
reached after announcement by 
the United Service Cars, Inc., that 
it planned to use its existing routes 


in an expanded service. 

Alluding to a “conflict” between 
the service car and taxicab ordi- 
nances, James said, “Until such 
time as the conflict is clarified, 
we wish to withdraw our applica- 
tion.” The route of his proposed 
cab service would have over- 
lapped portions of two of the lines 
of the United Service Cars, Inc. 
He said he had no desire to com- 
pete with the service car com- 
pany. 

The board also received today 
an application from the newly 
formed City Service Car Co. for 
permits to operate 35 automobiles 
on two routes from the near West 
End through Negro neighbor- 
hoods to downtown points. The 
company is a partnership between 
Lorraine Collins, 4140 Delmar 
boulevard, and William T: Stovall, 
4545 Kennerly avenue. 

The first routé, starting at Maf- 
fitt and Euclid avenues, would 
follow Euclid to Easton avenue, 
Easton to Garrison avenue, Garri- 
son to Delmar, Delmar to Sixth 
street and Sixth to Market stréet. 
It would loop back over Seventh 
street to Delmar and thence west 
over the same route. 

The second route, originating at 
Kingshighway and Maple avenue, 
would follow Kingshighway to 
Page boulevard, Page to Aubert 
avenue, Aubert to Enright avenue, 
Enright to Pendleton avenue, 
Pendleton to Finney avenue, Fin- 
ney to Vandeventer avenue, Van- 
deventer to Page, Page to Easton, 
Easton to Franklin avenue, 
Franklin to Sixth, Sixth to Market | 
and back over Seventh to Frank- 
lin, thence west.

dfrey said he would apply for 
permits for the expansion of serv- 
ice contemplated by his company 
but would allow the company’s 
order for 100 new specially built 
automobiles to stand pending the 
board’s action.

FORT LEONARD WOOD, Mo., 
Aug. 23 — The speed with which 
the 9000 Missouri-Kansas National 
Guardsmen of the Thirty-fifth In- 
fantry Division launched their in- 
tensive summer training program 
here speaks well for unit training 
at home stations and the skill and 
enthusiasm of the citizen-soldiers. 

Yesterday, following their Sun- 
day arrival in camp, there was the 
rattle of rifle fire and the steady 
drum of machine guns on the ex- 
tensive ranges, left over from 
World War II training days. Punc- 


tuating the rifle and machine gun 
racket was the sharp pop of the 
famed bazooka, as recruits of the 
137th Infantry, from Kansas City, 
Kan., fired their first 10 rounds 
with the bazooka under the care- 
ful eyes of veteran instructors. 
Sunbugned youths fired dummy 
bazooka ammunition from kneel- 
ing and standing positions, knock- 
ing over targets with satisfying 
frequency. The dummy ammuni- 
tion carries the same explosive 
and makes the same noise 
as live ammunition, but the pro- 
jectile is non-explosive. An after- 
noon of live firing with its highly 
explosive and fiery burst would 
tear up not only targets but the 
range as well. 
In other training efforts yester- 
day, members of the Heavy Tank

To refund $1,292,443,600 in 2 per 
cent bonds falling due Sept. 15, 
the Treasury announced last night, 
it will offer a like amount in one- 
year certificates paying just 1% 
per cent instead of the 1% per 
cent rate of recent months. 
Furthermore, the Treasury said, 
more one-year certificates—rate |i 
unspecified as yet—will be offered 
to refund $6,535,161,000 in old debt 
certificates falling due Oct. 1. 
Treasury notes, a form of secur- 
ity that has become fairly rare in 
recent times, will be issued “in 
connection with the refunding of 
the ($2,097,615,100) Treasury bonds 
called for redemption on Dec. 15, 
1949.” Nothing was said about how 
long the notes will run or what 
interest they will carry.

short-term securities—90 day bills 
and one-year certificates—as an 
anti-inflationary move. The idea 
was that as money would be 
dearer, rates on some business 
loans would go up too—as they 
did—and there would be some dis- 
couragement of business borrow- 
ing. 

With the administration now 
openly concerned more with defla- 
tion than inflation, it appeared 
that the Treasury was hopeful of 
getting reverse results by lowering 
its rates: perhaps causing a fall in 
rates for some forms of business 
loans, thus encouraging business 
activity. 

Another effect might be to in- 
duce banks to seek more lucrative 
returns than they get when they 
invest in government securities. 

That apparently would suit the 
Treasury all right, for its action 
in lowering its rate radiated con- 
fidence in its ability to borrow 
even though the public debt is on 
the increase. 

Phe debt is more than 255 bil- 
lion dollars this week for the first 
time since February 1948, and a 
further climb is the outlook for 
the indefinite future. The most 
obvious result of lower interest 
rates would be to reduce the 
amount paid on the debt. Cur- 
rently, the interest on the debt 
is more than $5,300,000,000 a year. 


CANNED PINEAPPLE 
SHORTAGE LAID TO 
STRIKE IN HAWAII 


St. Louis housewives searching 
their grocery store shelves for 
canned pineapple can blame the 
115-day longshoremen’s strike in 
the Hawaiian Islands if they don’t 


find any today. 

Many wholesale. grocers here 
have reported their supplies of 
canned pineapple were either ex- 
hausted or so low they would last 
only a short time. No shipping 
has left the islands, principa! 
source of canned pineapple in the 
United States, since the CIO In- 
ternational Longshoremen’s and 
and Warehous⸗men's Unior called 
a strike there May 1. 

An official of the A. KP. food 
stores said their warehouse supply 
was exhausted 60 days ago, and 
that canned pineapple has been 
off the shelves in most local 
stores for 30 days. The Wetterau 
Grocer Co., Inc., which buys 95 
per cent of its canned pineapple 
from Hawaii, said it had supplies 
on hand to last about 30 days. 

Reports from ‘Hawaii indicate 
that much of the pineapple crop 
is rotting due to a lack of tin for 
canning. Local grocers said a very

Civilian R.G. Bird Sentenced 
to $5000 Fine or 5 Years 
at Hard Labor. 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Aug. 
23 (UP)—Russell G. Bird of Mish- 


awaka, Ind., was found guilty by 
an Army court today of misap- 
propriating cigarettes from an 
Army post exchange of which he 
He was sentenced 
to pay a fine of $5000 or serve 
five years at hard labor. 

The sentence came after the 
court denied a defense motion 
challenging its jurisdiction over a 
civilian. An embezzlement charge 
had been dismissed earlier. 

Bird was accused of taking post 
exchange cigarettes and selling 
them on the German black mar- 
ket. He testified Army agents ar- 
rested him in his Mishawaka 
home last March 11, took him to 
the guardhouse at Fort Sheridan, 
III., and returned him to Germany 
without telling him where he was 
going. 

He had returned to the United 
States after being placed under 
arrest in the Frankfurt area and 
told by the Army to stay there to 
await trial. His attorneys have a 


habeas corpus case pending be- 
fore the 
court at Washington, D.C., alleg- 
ing that Bird was returned to 
Germany illegally. 
has been scheduled for Sept. 19.

HOUSE REJECTS 
IMT ON POOL 
ATCARRSON DAM 


Proposal Sought by Lemke 
to Prevent Flooding of 
City, 100,000 Acres of 
Farm Land.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP)— 
The House yesterday rejected a 
proposal to limit the pool eleva- 
tion of Garrison reservoir in North 
Dakota to 1830 feet above sea level. 

The limitation was offered by 
Representative Lemke (Nep.), 
North Dakota, as an amendment 
to a section of the omnibus flood 
control bill authorizing additional 
expenditure of $250,000,000 by the 
Army Engineers in the Missouri 
river basin. 

Defeated by a 73 to 53 standing 
vote, the amendment would have 
prevented the Army engineers 
from using any funds to buy land 
or construct dykes that would ‘be 
needed if the pool is operated 
higher than 1830 feet. 

Lemke and Representative Bur- 
dick (Rep.), North Dakota, said 
the 1950-foot level sought oa 
Army engineers would flood 
city of Williston, three . 
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Ithe plans and that they

Yesterday’s House action on the 
dam level is contrary to the posi- 
tion it took earlier this year in 
approving funds for the civil func- 
tions of the Army engineers, At 
that time it approved a similar 
amendment by Lemke. 

The Senate, however, deleted 
the limitation in the civil functions 
bill before sending the measure to 
a joint conference committee. No 
decision has been made by the 
conference committee. 


Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, the 
Army’s chief of engineers, and W. 
G. Sloan, former Reclamation Bu- 
reau engineer, disagreed pointedly 
on the operating level of the dam 
| when they appeared before the 
House Public. Works Committee 
last June. They are co-authors 
of the Pick-Sloan plan for de- 
veloping the Missouri basin and 
the Garrison dam is the largest 
single project in the program. 

Sloan maintained that the dam 
should be operated at the 1830-

CORRECTION ON PUBLIC DEBT 


An Associated Press story as 
printed in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday gave 225 billion dollars as 
the Government’s public debt due 
to a typographical error, when it 
should have been stated as 255 bil- 
lion.

As Congress Swelters 

When Senator Lucas, the Democratic leader, 
said that the Congress will be kept in session 
until Thanksgiving day if necessary; he made no 
new friends on Capitol Hill. Washington’s sum- 
mer is hot as usual, and the Senators and Rep- 
resentatives would much rather go fishing than 
be crowded into their temporary quarters with a 
mountain of work to be whittled down. 

The situation was not made more comfortable 
by the Republican threat to challenge in the 
courts bills passed after July 31. That is the 
date set by the 1946 Congressional Reorganiza- 
tion Act for adjournment. Exceptions are made 


only for times of war and national emergency. 


Otherwise, says the law, Congress must take the 
affirmative action to extend a session. But 
House Leader Sam Rayburn has told Republican 
Leader Joe Martin that the nation still is tech- 
nically at war. And so the session continues, 


On the heels of Senator Lucas’ threat came 
the first real break in the ldg jam. Action was 
completed. on appropriations of $7,600,000,000 
for 32 independent agencies, including the 
Atomic Energy Commission and the sprawling 
Veterans Administration. But other money bills 
which usually are out of the way by July 1 are 
awaiting action. And many other proposals are 
still pending. 

The Senate is so far. behind schedule largely 
because of the protracted debate which led to its 
refusal of President Truman’s request for the 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act and its lengthy 
consideration of the Atlantic Pact and the mili- 
tary aid program which is intended to back up 
the treaty. Few will argue that these important 
matters are not worthy of extended debate, but 
the fact remains that other important legislation 
—such as the farm program, for example—is 
still up in the air. The House, of course, has 
rejected the Brannan Plan, but in the Senate it 
is just getting into committee hearings. 

In general, the House has made a better rec- 
ord. The chief proposal on whith it has not yet 
acted is Federal school aid. But even if the 
House had absolutely clear decks, it wéuld have 
to wait to see whether the. Senate action calls 
for reconciliation of views of the two chambers. 


Meanwhile, wives and children are clamoring 
for an escape from the heat and Senators and 
Representatives, now in Washington for more 
than seven months, are eager for a visit to their 
homes to find out just what the people are 
thinking. Some House members are so irritated 
that they have given the Speaker trouble on the 
floor. After all, in these hot days there are no 
galleries to watch them. Even those who agree 
with Senator Luéas that their work must be 
done would like a respite from it. : 

Perhaps Congress may some day accept the 
suggestion of Senator Humphrey that, in sessions 
running through the summer, its members 
should regularly take a vacation recess of three 
or four weeks. ‘That might make for cooler 
heads and better legislation.

Anti- Russian Communists? 

There is a temptation to take an optimistic 
view of the report that a group of East Zone 
Germans have broken away from the Russian- 
sponsored Socialist Unity party (SED). Their 
leader, Karl-Heinz Scholz, declares that they are 
not giving up their faith in the Communist creed, 
but that they are founding a Marxist party which 
will resist Russian expansion and refuse to take 
orders from Moscow. As an earnest of this 
purpose, the group sent a congratulatory mes- 
sage to Marshal Tito. 

This may sound good on the theory that, while 
Communism is bad, it may not be quite as bad 
if it is divorced from Moscow and its ambitions. 


It also leads to the hope that the newly proposed 


Free Communist party of Herr Scholz might give 
the Russian occupation authorities a headache or 
two, and even that, in the Western zones, it 
might reduce such strength as the regular Com- 
munist party (KPD) was able to show in the 
recent elections. 

Allied authorities, however, may be expected 
to regard Herr Scholz and such followers as he 
may have with considerable skepticism. The 
cold war in Berlin is at a virtual standstill just 
now. But the Red brethren may make this very 
truce the occasion for a new experiment in their 
favorite tactic, boring from within. Always in- 


genueus, they may even try to establish part 


units in the name of opposition to the Soviet 
Union. Certainly, there are reasons enough why 
Herr Scholz or any other member should split 
away from a Russian-run political organization. 
But his sincerity hardly can be accepted before 
it has been tested. Even then it will be of ques-

An Iron Chinese Screen. 

American business men's departure from 
China is another complication in the relations 
between the United States and Britain. It will 
make it harder for the British business men to 
hold on in Red China. It will eut into British 
trade. It seems, though, to be clearly the more 
sensible of the two courses. 

The question is whether you can do business 
can’t. The British say that nevertheless you've 
got to. Their greater determination is under- 
standable, for they have about 10 times as much 
money invested in China as have, and 
their China ventures are basically self-sufficient 
companies, not, as in the case of American trade, 
subsidiaries of corporations at home which could 
continue without them. | 

However much British business men want to 
retain their China trade, facts are facts. It is a 
fact that Mao Tze-tung, head of the Chinese 
Communists, says China cannot sit on the fence 
in this matter of trade. China must ally itself 
with the Soviet Union against the United States 
and Britain, he says. “You have to choose be- 
tween. the alternatives of either killing the tiger 
or being eaten by it.” At the present he looks 
on the idea of trading with England and the 
United States as he looks on being eaten by the 
tiger. It is a fact, unpleasant but still a fact, 
that in the words of the Times of London: 

The Communist rulers cannot tackle the 
economic problem solely from the economic 
point of view. They are strictly bound by 
their whole political doctrine. They argue 
that until the Chinese people have been 
fully indoctrinated, free intercourse with 
the western capitalist democracies, foreign 
concerns, and missionaries would constitute 
not only a hindrance but even a danger to 
the development of their principles, and can 
therefore not be tolerated. 


While it is not a curtain but a screen which 
Mao is placing between his world and the west, 
and while it bears the dragons, the pagodas and 
the cherry blossoms of his native land, it is still 
a Chinese screen of iron. 

Eventually, it seems, Mao will have to lift 
that screen, for China’s future depends to a large 
extent on industrialization, and Russia cannot 
give it what it needs to industrialize, while 
America could. If China should later seek to re- 
orient itself realistically, turning to the United 
States for industrial wherewithal, the United 
States would want to reassess its relations with 
the Peiping Government, for there would again 
be an opportunity to influence the course of 
China’s destiny. 
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President Truman's Appeal 

President Truman may have flown 822 miles 
from Washington to Miami to make yesterday’s 
speech to the Veterans of Foreign Wars. But it 
was really addressed to Congress, 

It was an appeal for the appropriation of the 
full. $1,450,000,000 asked for the rearming of 
friendly nations. This arms program is to back 
up the Atlantic Pact as well as to help Pacific 
nations. As the President said, it is “part of 
the price of peace” which has to be paid in the 
face of “Soviet pressure.” 

The amount already has been slashed by the 
House, but at least part of the cut may be re- 
stored by the Senate. Important as economy is, 
this is an appropriation which Congress ought 
not to cut without the utmost deliberation. In a 
sense, it is thé earnest put up by the United 
States to show its sincerity in joining in a col- 
lective defense against totalitarian expansion. 


The President cheerfully agreed to the strik-

Sounds Into Sight 


VISIBLE SPEECH, by Ralph Potter, George A. Kopp 
and Harriet C. Green. (D. Ven Nostrand Company, 
Inc., New York, 441 pgs., $4.75.) 


About a year and a half ago the Bell 

Telephone Laboratories announced their 
development of “visible speech.” Luminous 
patterns corresponding to the sounds of 
-the spoken word are made to thove from 
left to right across a screen, like the words 
in a well-known form of advertising dis- 
play. : 
The patterns are not printed words but 
are actual physical analyses of the complex 
sounds of speech that fall on the miero- 
phone. But, and here lies the real impor- 
tance of this form of visible speech, the 
patterns of words as shown by this new 
method are distinctive, and they can be 
read and understood. Other ways of pre- 
senting .speech to the eye had previously 
been tried. Wave-like patterns could be 
made visible, but no one could learn to 
interpret them. 

Now a telephone that can be used by a 
deaf person (who has learned to read the 
patterns of visible speech) has actually 
been built and publicly demonstrated. The 
patterns of visible speech are a new form 
of language, and anyone who would read 
them must learn the new language. In its 
present form it is about as difficult to 
learn as Russian or Greek would be for 
most of us. 

The book, “Visible Speech,” written by 
members of the group who developed the 
instruments and demonstrated that the 
new visible language could be learned, tells 
and shows what speech looks like in its 
new form. The principles of the apparatus 
and how it analyzes speech and presents it 
to the eye are described without confusing 
technical details. 

The book is basically a textbook of tha 
new language. It shows what the basic

sounds of spoken language look like when 


and how the elements are com- 
bined into words. It is profusely illustrated, 
and anyone interested in the structure 
of speech it is intensely interesting and in- 
formative. 

“Visible Speech” is a technical book, but 
a technical book of unusual general inter- 
est. We all speak, and the book gives us a 
vivid insight into how we speak. It is in- 
tended to acquaint those interested in

But the middleman finds that 
in many instances he is not even 
permitted to make a id on a sale 
to Europe to be financed by ECA. 
This is true, it is charged, even 
though the Central or South 
American price is considerably 
lower than the North American 


price. 


Pinched for Dollars. 


In this way, Latin-American 
countries are being excluded from 
commodity markets. They find 
themselves as pinched for dollars 
and as desperate for essential im- 
ports as European nations. This 
makes for political instability in 
which appeals of extremists on 
the Right and Left have a special 
force.

Special interest groups are con- 
tinually on the alert to try to pre- 
vent United States dollars from 
going to buy commodities abroad. 
Hoffman once pointed out 129 
such groups, each determined to 
protect itself from any foreign 
competition. In every foreign aid 
bill the special interest groups 
try to jam as many safeguards 
as possible, so that foreign na- 
tioms cannot earn necessary dol- 
lars even through such tradi- 
tional services as shipping. 


We Seem Bent on Bungling. 


This gets to the heart of the 
matter. If the United States in- 
sists on going on behaving as 
though it were still a debtor na- 
tion dependent on the production 
of raw materials, instead of the 
greatest creditor and manufac- 
turer the world has ever seen, 
then there will be little hope that 
the present, lurching unbalance 
can be corrected. 

The situation in Latin America, 
in the meantime, is serious. Not 
only economically but diplomati- 
cally, the United States seems to 
be bent on bungling. In several 
countries, firm friends of North 
America have been overthrown by 
military dictators. There are 
some who take such a gloomy 
view that they see in Latin Amer- 
ica “another China.” 

This may be unnecessarily pes- 
simistic. But the signs of trouble 
south of the border cannot be

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP)— 
The patient turned yellowish, 
lingered and died. The British phy- 
sician, Thomas Addison, knitted 
his brows, puzzled. Other patients 
had died with these and other 
symptoms which didn’t add up to 
any disease then “catalogued.” Dr. 
Addison catalogued it. Millions 
now know it as pernicious anemia. 

Thus opened the first chapter 
of the mystery of the crimson 
crystal... 

The patients of Dr. Addison 
lived and died almost 100 years 
ago. Today science still is wrest- 
ling with the puzzles they created. 

nly last year did scientists fit 
into place the keystone piece of 
this mystery puzzle. They identi- 
fied the crimson crystal—vitamin 
Bi2—probably the most powerful 
vitamin known to science today. 
It is a specific weapon against 
pernicious anemia. A dose of it 
weighing far less than a human 
hair brings noticeable results. 
But for more than 75 years this 
disease and the treatment for it 
created one laboratory mystery 
after another. 
Incidence Higher Among Men. 

The disease struck twice as fre- 
quently among men as women. It 
occurred during middle age. The 
patients’ skin pale and 
later took on a lemon tint. They 
became weak, tired and breath- 
less. All died within two to five 


years, 

For years it was believed per- 
nicious anemia was a disease re- 
sulting from infection or toxins 
that destroyed red blood cells. 

The first big break came in 
1926. Dr. George R. Minot of Bos- 
ton and Dr. William P. Murphy 
of Harvard Medical School dis- 
covered raw liver in treating 
pernicious anemia. 

But why? 

This became the great labora- 


tory mystery. 
liver went under the microscope. 

Scientists ground liver. They 
tried dissolving it in many medi- 
ums. It was extracted, It was 
filtered. It was broken down into 
literally thousands of substances. 

The scientists believed some 
tiny fraction of liver saved perni- 
cious anemia patients. 

They believed if this tiny frac- 
tion could be separated and stud- 
ied' a wholly new substance would 
be discovered, with profound ef- 
fects on nutrition. 

22-Year Search for Core. 

For 22 years scientists pounded, 
ground, diluted and pulverized, It 
was one of the greatest examples 
of mass teamwork on a world- 
wide basis in all medical history. 

During these years the mysteri- 
ous “core” factor of liver eluded 
these scientists. But they did suc- 
ceed in concentrating liver ex- 
tracts with the mysterious healing 
factor. 

Early pernicious anemia treat- 
ment was heroic. Try eating a 
pound of raw liver a day seven 
days a week for months. Many 
patients couldn’t stand it. They 
became sensitive to liver. 

But the concentrated products 
could be injected into the body. 
The raw liver diet wasn’t neces- 


sary * 

Meanwhile poultry and dairy 
scientists had their mysteries. 
There was the mysterious Factor 
X, discovered by dairy scientists 
at the Government's experimental 
farm at Beltsville, Md., and there 
was the Animal Protein Factor 
that was puzzling the poultry 
people. 

The nature of X and APF were 
as mysterious as the factor in 
liver that relieved pernicious 
anemia. The hundreds of scien- 
tists working on these problems 
weren't fully aware of it at the 


time, but their trails were coming 
together.

mately this could only be done, if 
it could be done at all, by bru- 
tally repressive measures. 

In the second place, Southeast 
Asia is incomparably the richest 
remaining ‘reservoir of untapped 
resources in the world. Leave 
aside for the moment the strategic 
meaning of Communist Southeast 
Asia. Consider only the economic 
meaning: If these riches are 
added to the Soviet power center, 
and subtracted from the West, the 
kind of overturn in the world pow- 
er balance will have occurred 
which in the past has always re- 
sulted in war. 

Balancing Factor. 

It is difficult to write about 
what is happening in the Far East 
without sounding shrill and hys- 
terical. And it must be said at 
once that the sequence of events 
outlined above, although it is now 
quite clearly likely to happen, 
need not necessarily happen. 

To balance the picture, it is nec- 
essary to add the assets which 
the West still commands in Asia. 
Some of these are: non-Commu- 
nist governments in Japan, Korea, 
the Philippines, Siam, Burma, In- 
donesia, and above all India; the 
economic weakness of Communist 
China; the great potentialities for 
a sharply improved standard of 
living throughout Southeast Asia; 
the weakness and division of most 
of the native Communist move- 
ments; the unpopularity in South- 
east Asia of the Chinese minorities 
who have clearly been designated 
Molotov’s political shock troops; 
and perhaps above all, Asiatic 
nationalism. The Soviets have ex- 
ploited this nationalism against 
the West, but it is a two-edged 
sword which can also be turned 
against Soviet imperialism. 

The essential ingredient of every 
plan of action in Asia can be 
stated in one sentence. It is the 
sense of urgency in the United 
States which is required if the 
effort to save Asia is to be made. 
For the effort must be great, and 
it must be un very soon.

“This scrapping of OPA came 
at a time when the economic 
characteristics of war were still 
present,” he cortinued. If Mr. 
Hancock and his associates were 
alarmed at the impact of infla- 
tion, as he now states, why did 
he not then exercise his good of- 
fices and influence to restrain the 
(steel) industry from pushing 
prices higher over the past few 
years?” 

Wage-Cost Dispute. 

Murray took up the old argu- 
ment about s and costs — 
holding as union leaders do gener- 
ally that higher wages mean in- 
creased purchasing ‘power, and 
contesting Hancock’s argument 
that higher wages mean increased 
costs, and therefore diminishing 
demand.
